California will go ‘on parade’’ on September 2 with the 
opening of the California State Fair at Sacramento. 

In almost every year that this great event has been held 
it has been predicted that the fair would break all previous 
records for attendance and exhibits. And almost every year 
these predictions have been borne out. 


It’s not surprising. The state’s amazing growth—and it 
is amazing even though that word is overworked—is naturally 
reflected in a bigger fair each year. Most of us are well aware 
that California has the most varied crop production for any 
comparable region on the globe. We know that it is one of 
the two richest farming areas in America; that it holds the 
leadership in farm mechanization, in the use of electric power 
on the farm, and that it pays the highest agricultural wages 
in the country. 


All these achievements are a tribute to California farm- 
ers and to the progressive spirit for which they have long been 
noted. This desire for progress, this effort to find better and 
more efficient ways of doing things has long been a charact- 
eristic of Californians in general.

routine. In addition to these nine 
points, the city government has 
taken some forward strides not 


specifically included in the original! 
fourteen points. Among these was 
adoption of the city manager form 
of government, withdrawal from 
the lighting district, with the city 
tuking over the operation of the 
street lights within the city limits. | 
«und the securing of favorable action 
by the Sequoia High School District 
Board of Trustees, which is to re- 
sult in the opening of a Menlo Park 
high school by September, 1950. 

The acquisition of the Dibble| 
Hospital recreation and utility area 
accomplished several of the 14 
points, and in addition provided us 
with civic facilities much more ex- 
tensive than those contemplated in 
the original program. 

The carryover points are the cod- 
ification of city ordinances, the an- 
nexation of additional territory 
(now primarily for the purpose of 
absorbing other overlapping dist- 
ricts), the securing of lower water 
rates, the solution of our storm wat- 
er drainage problem, and the inter- 
esting of the Federal Government, 
in flood control of San Francisquito| 
Creek. 

The ordinances of the city have 
been amended again and again so 
than an cxhaustive study is neces- 
sary to obtain the law on a given 
point. These ordinances should be 
codified into one document, and in 
the process the law shoul! be re- 
vised where improvement is need- 
ed. As the first steps in this codi- 
fication, the Planning Commission 
and Council have adopted a mod- 
ernized zoning law, and have ex- 
amined and adopted the 1946 edition 
of the Uniform Building Code. Oth- 
er ordinances that need reexamin- 
ation before the actual codification 
starts are our business license and 
our subdivision ordinance. 

The business license ordinance 
does not distinguish between bus- 
iisesses in relation to size. Perhaps 
it should be graduated according to 
the number of employees in an es- 
tablishment. The amount of the 
fee, only three-quarters of the lev- 
el prevailing in 1934, also is low in 
relation to the special services ren- 
dered to business by the police de- 
partment. 

The subdivision ordinance does 
not cover the subdivision of very 
small areas, and better control over 
development in the city would be 
achieved by an extension of this 
coverage. In several sections of 
the city, residents are now having 
troubles of various kinds because 
the subdividers of the property they 
purchased avoided the subdivision 
standards of the city.

Sequoia Union High School District: 


This is a preliminary statement} 
of Sequoia Citizens Committee. We} 


are interested in the maintenance 
of the high standards of education 
established by Sequoia Union High 
School over a period of many years. 
We consider that recent actions 
taken by the Board of Education 
supposedly based on the Almack re- 
port are not in accord with the 
hest interest of the school, its teach- 
ers, its pupils and the district. 

In a study of Sequoia’s scholar- 
ship at Stanford, “Table VI Sum- 
inary of Scholarship Report of Se- 
quoia Students at Stanford for All 
Students Entered from 1943 to 
1946,” 52 Sequoia entrants to Stan- 
ford showed an average on mental 
ability test of only 75.20 as com- 
pared to an average of 80.42 for all 
the Stanford Freshmen tested; yet 
even so, 61‘7 of the Sequoia en- 
trants passed the English A exam- 
ination while only 45 of the Stan- 
ford freshmen passed. 

Since Sequoia has ranked high in 
educational circle of the state and 
nation to which many colleges and 
educators have borne witness, we 
hold the board of trustees respons- 
ible for any significant lowering in 
that rating.
